Pror. J. DE BERVIERE HOOPER.— 
We learn that Prof. Hooper, recently 
elected Professor of Languages in the 
University, is confounded by some 
with his father-in-law, Rev. Dr. 
Hooper. 

Prof. Hooper graduated with the 
highest honor at the University in 
1831 in the class with Judge James 
Grant, of Iowa, and Hon. Jacob 
Thompson—one class abead of that 
in which was our distinguished 
Congressman, Hon. Thos. 8. Ashe. 
Soon after graduating Mr Hooper 
became Tutor of Languages in the 
University, and in 1838 was elected 
Professor in Latin and French, 
which office he held with great ac- 
ceptability until 1848, when much 
to the regret of all friends of the Uni- 
versity, he resigned. 

Prof. Hooper has always been dis- 
tinguished for his Jiterary attain- 
ments, and isa very superior in- 
structor.. He is about 64 years of 
age. 

Prof. Geo. T. Winston, Adjunct 
Professor in the same department 
(Languages) isa young man of re- 
markavle attainments. He was fora 
short time at Chapel Hill. On the 
suspension of the University in 1868, 
he entered the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, where he was No. 1 in 
Lis class. Not liking the sea he re- 
signed from the Navy and spent sev- 
eral years at Cornell University. He 
taught several terms at Cornell and 
won the highest commendations 
from President White and the Pro- 
fessors for his acquirements as well 
as his tact and skillin the manage- 
ment of his classes. 

With Messrs. Hooper and Winston 
the department of Language is very

Tue LNDICTMENTS,— 
Some fifteen hundred citizens of 
Wake county stand indicted before 
the present term of Wake Superior 
Court for the offence of failing to reg- 
ister their poll in 1873-’74. The Leg- 
islature at its last session passed a 
bill relieving all parties so indicted 
up the payment of the poll tax and 
$1.50 costs, but Judge Watts at the 
last terin of the court decided that the 
jurisdiction in these cases was in the 
Superior Court, and that the act of 
the Legislature was unconstitutional 
in that it was an evasion of one of the 
co-ordinate departments of the gov- 
ernment. Whereupon the Solicitor 
agreed to Jet off all parties so indtet- 
ed upon the payment of one half of 


the eosts, and quite a number availed: 


themselves of privilege, but 
some 1500 cases remain still unsettled 
and the parties are now before the 
peesent term of the Court awaiting 
the action of the Court. 

In this connection we learn that 
the listing for poll tax in this coun- 
ty the present year will reach some 
7,000, against 3,600 last vear.

THE PARTICULARSOF THE DROWN- 
ING OF MISSES PIPPIN AND STATON. 
—We are enabled to give the follow- 
ing additional particulars of the 
drowning on Saturday evening last, 
near Tarboro, of Miss Dora Staton 
and Miss Hester Pippin, a tele- 
graphic account of which we gave 
Sunday morning: The two young 
ladies were at the time rowing a boat 
in an ice pond near the residence of 
oir. Jno. Staton, the father of one of 
the ladies, when the boat capsized 
near the shore.. Miss Staton swam 
out to the shore, and turning to 
look after her companion saw that 
she was drowning. She immediate- 
ly went tothe assistance of her siuk- 
ing friend, and being caught by Miss 
Pippin around the neck, thus ren- 
dering it impessible for her to do 
anything, both were drowned. 
They were about 16 years of age and 
greatly loved by all who Knew them. 
Their remains were followed to their 
last resting place on Sunday by a 
large concourse of friends, and both 
now lie buried in the Episcopal 
Cemetery in Tarboro. 

The Wilmlngton Journal of sun- 
day morning thus alluded to the sad 
accident, and we echo the sentiment 
of sympathy therein expressed: 


‘‘A stranger to the families cannot 
read of the sad accident which oceur- 
red near Tarboro yesterday afternoon, 
by which two lovely young ladies, 
daughters of prominent citizens of 
‘Edgecombe, were drowned, without 
the most heartfelt sympathies for the 
bereaved parents. It comes upon 
their friends with crushing force. 
So sudden, se terrible is the blow 
that we feltas ifdeath had entered 
our own family circle. We extend 
to our friends our most earnest and 
heartfelt condolence.”’ 


A TARDY JUDGE—TWo THOUSAND 


PEOPLE AWAITING THE MOVEMENTS 
OF ONE OFFICIAL.—Judge Samuel 


W. Watts, of this Judicial District, 
elated doubtless with his neglect of 
duty at Halifax a week or so ago, 
whereby 12 gentlemen were kept 
waiting three days in order to allow 
His Honor time to go to another 
county to make a Radical political 
harangue, yesterday kept some two 
thousand people awaiting his pleas- 
ure at the Courthouse in this city. 

Yesterday was the opening day of 
the June term of the Superior Court 
for this county, and some 2,000 citi- 
zens of the county, both white and 
colored, had been summoned to be 
present, princivally for the offence of 
failing to list their poll tax in 1873 
and 1874, but His Honor saw fit to re- 
main away from the city until 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, when he had 
the Court called only to charge his 
Grand Jury. There was; some deep 
and loud cursing at this official neg- 
ligence, for at this season of the year 
every man’s time is valuable, the ma- 
jority of the persons in attendance 
being from the country. 

Supposing every man’s time to be 
worth $1.50 per day, some $3,000 were 
lost yesterday by this neglect of duty. 
We need no reformation—oh, no!

History of Tobacco Using. 


The tobacco plant isa native of 
America. It was’ introduced into 
Europe after the discovery of the 
new world by Columbus. It was first 
used in Spain. and Portugal, and 
afterward intr@fuced into England 
by Sir Walter Raleigh. It was soon 
after carried into France, Germany, 
Russia and Italy. 

In Russia the use ot tobacco was 
prohibited under penalty of the bas- 
tinado for the first offence, loss of the 
nose for the second, and deprivation 
of life for the third. In Italy, allwho 
used tobacco or snuff in church were 
excommunicated. In Switzerland, 
all users of tobacco were punished by 
the magistrates as criminals. In 
Constantinople, a Turk was led 
through the street with} his nose 
transfixed by a pipe stem, as a warn- 
ing to ali smokers. The Shah of 
Versin treated tobacco using as a 
capital crime. James I. also made 
earnest effert to suppress the traffic 
in tobacco, placing heavy imports 
upon it. 

A brief glance at a few statistics 
will show how enormous is the 
amount of tabacco raising and using 
at the presett time: 

In 1858, to>aeco cost England more 
than 340,000,000. 

In 1868, it cost France the same 
sum. Last year, it was estimated, 
that tobacco cost the English people 
more than brad. 

The Unite¢ States annually ex- 
haus's in theeulture of tobaeco 400,- 
000 acres of itt richest soil, and em- 
ploys 40,000 men, women, boys and 
girls in its mmiufacture.

Clover as a Shade to the Soil. 

Of all the grasses permissible in an 
orchard, clover is the least objection- 
able and most beneficial, particular- 
ly asa shade. An enthusiastic ag- 
ricultural writer argues that there is 
no other plantofso much value to 
farmers as this. ‘It furnishes the 
most perfect protection to the soil 
during the fierce dry heats of sum- 
mer. Being a constantly deciduous 
plant, its leaves are perpetually fall- 
ing, and soon forms a delicate cover- 
ing for shade, and easily penetrated 
at all points by the air, which is the 
great carrier to the worn-out soil of 
those atmospheric elements that are 
to enrich it. In this way the clover 
plant not onty contributes directly 
to the fertilizing of the soil by giving 
its own substance to it, but it fur- 
nishes a protective covering to the 
entire ground, which encourages 
and stimulates those chemical pro- 
cesses by which the hungry and ex- 
hausted soil is recuperated from the 
vast supplies of nutriment that are 
held inthe atmosphere. It becomes 
t> the farmer the most valuable fer- 
tilizers inthe world, as it imparts 
fertility to the entire’ soil.” It 
should be added, by way of caution, 
that every two or three years it 
should be ploughed underand left 
for a year to rot in the soil; otherwise 
the ground may get toosod bound, 
which is almost invariably injurious 
to fruit trees.— Ev.

They must of 
necessity have gone back to the 
Senate, and that body had lost th 
constitutional majority necessary to 
pass the bill, a number of the mem- 
bers having gone home. The amend- 
ments were introduced under the 
party lash for the express purpose 
of defeating the bill.

‘MUNICIPAL GOVENMENTS. 

We presented in our local col- 
umn, on Sunday morning, a most 
satisfactory exhibit of the financial 
management of the new Board of 
Commissioners for the city of ial- 
eigh. It was seen that the expen- 
ditures for the month of May with 
as large a force employed, and with 
a greater amount of work done, were 
only about one third of what they 
were for the same month for the 
preceding year undera Republican 
administration. 

We believe this is the result of 
all similar changes of administra- 
tion. What applies to Raleigh 
holds good with respect. to every 
municipal corporation in the Slate, 
where Radical rule has prevailed 
and where it has been shaken cff. 
Licence, rapacity, dishonesty and 
extravagance have prevailed in all 
of them until a demand the 
L gislature, the legal protection of 
those corporations became a matter 
of self defence. It would be a 
calamity as fearfully as conquest by 


servitude to the same ignorant anc. 
rapacious clemert. 
Political ascendancy, except _so 
far as it secured honest and capable 
officials, was not so much sought 
as protection of property. Certain- 
ly the Supreme Court should ponder 
well before it sanctions this surren- 
der of the control cf the substantial 
interests of communities to the 
jenorant and irresponsible major 
ties who once preyed upon them. If 
the rights of property are to be 
sacrificed that political majorites 
may bo retained, then farewell to 
everything like solid prosperity. 
Let the success of the new ad- 
mivistration of affairs in Raleigh 
commend itself to those who were 
in haste to condemn the Legislature 
whieh made such reforms possible.

the Convention. 

This is to carry out the idea that 
no relief is to be given to the people 
for “unlimited years.” In other 
words that the undigested and un- 
digestible Constitution of 15868 is 
forever to be the fundamental Jaw 
of North Carolina. We are glad 
that the party has announced its 
procramme so clearly. In the first 
place it is a distinct proclamation of 
the revolutionary character of the 
party, and of their deliberate con- 
tempt of the will of the people ex- 
pressed through the Legislature un- 
der the provisions of the Constitn.

Now the people of North Carolina 
have submitted to this Constitution 
from no love or respect for it, but 
from coercion. They despise it, for 
its very origin and from its incem- 
patibility. with their true interests. 
They writhe under it, and they have 
never lost sight of their determina- 
tion to change it when they comid. 
But every effort in that direction 
has been met with threats of the in- 
terference of the Federal Govern- 


ment. The Constitution, the crea- 
ture of an unnatural political condi- 
tion, has really been maintained by 
the terrors of the bayonet. 7’he 
moral elfects of threats have been as 
effective as the actual presence of 
force. 

But even in the Republican party 
there are many candid cnough, and 
with sufficient regard for their owp 
people to rise above party and unite 
with the Democrats in moving to- 
wards the accomplishment of the 
necessary reform. These will not 
join with the Radical element of the 
party to postpone indefinitely what 
reason and what conscience tells 
them is necessary to be done. To 
them the calling of a Convention is 
not a farce to be concluded with a 
crime.

| ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE 


DEMOCRATIC CENTRAE COM- 
MITTEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, 


ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CON* ¢ 


SERVATIVE CENT’L EX. Com , 
RALEIGH, June Ist, 
To the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people fo meet at Raleigh on the 
bth day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic iaw as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too appareni to require extended ar- 
gument. It is true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention ; but their 
nelion Was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not ov an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised, They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
eonstrued by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and tke prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some karsh and 
uneonstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities, 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that. the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the oiticers of the 
Ciovernment, and feel asatisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
atdast arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
ceoneerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in = the 
interests of our peopte. 


VILE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATERE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of Military reconstruc- 
tion. Its autuers were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it: others were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet baggers, both black 
and white—aiien in feeling and 
Radieal in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where kKnown—to despoil and hu- 
iniliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorant pegroes were given the bal- 
lotto secure its adoption, Tt is no 
exaggeration to say that mot one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar With) its) provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. [tis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
hitWeconsistent with reason and pra- 
dence to secure sueh changes as time 
and experience lave shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in Inuguage clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be coniprebended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 


partment of the governimnent should 


be so restricted, that while ieft tree to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarratited eneroach- 
hiehnts embarrass the proper action of 
tiie others.

manded than in the entire previous histo- 
ty ui the State—and of laie we lp ve wit- 
nessed the ex!racrdinary spect of two 
s-tso judges in both th- secondand 
J idieiai 1 i tiiets, contending for tiesane 
position, one of Whi. ticl i wing to hold by 
an sppointment trom tlhe Goverbor tora 
period of ten‘years, an office tha) the Con- 
s:itution seems to say is to be fied by the 
people ai the polis, and who-e tei is ex- 
pressed to be only eight years. 

In tnany counties, there is a practical de- 
niai of justice the cuits are Inacegt ale 
to the public deminds, and thus they 
driven to resortiosrp cial ierm-, which are 
expecsive and uusa :sfactory, 2nd persons 
accused crimiaal offenses ore of en con- 
fined icr months without trial, We peed @ 
speedier justice anda Jess expensive judi- 
claly system, We should abolish eveiy 
usé.ess office, which is now filled.»vy a mere 
consurser; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our publie as well 4s private 
affairs, can We hope to re tore the State to 
prosperity. It isbelieved thatthe laws will 
ve more inipartialiy administered by @te- 
turn to the oid practice of a rotation of the 

udges. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL LAW NEC- 
ESSARY.

CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As tothe specific changes that ought to 
be made, these are tg be considei ed by the 
Cilizens ofthe various counties, who shou:d 
be caretul to select as delegates those who 
will properly reflect their wishes Men of 
enlurged and practical statesmanship, 
spotl ss integrity, representatives of all 
classes of society. and whose positions 
among them will them their 
labors to confidence and_— support — 
and in their handsthey certainly can more 
safely contide their rights than im the Con- 
vent:o.2 of 1868. 

METHODS OF CHANGE. 


Of the two methods prescribed for chang- 
ing the Constitution, that by legistative 
enactment is expensive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cenily submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple evcounvrered the greatest difficulties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
the peop'e was declared in their favor by 
over 10,000 majotitv, serious apprzhen-ions 
were entertained as to whether they were 
properl, adopted; again, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such duties, 
are encumbered with pumerous matters, 
and cannot bring that att ntion to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisms as may 
imperil their labors. 

The Convention method is speedy and 
economical, the body is composed only of 


the same number of members as comprise 


the House of Representatives, and their 


minds are directed alone to constitutional 
refurms and their work may te completed 
and ratified, if necessary, im six moaths, 
As loexpehses that muy be incurred, itis 
believed they will b- more than defrave 
in a short Ume by the reforms that will be 
inaugurated, 
The sestrictious imposed by the Legisla- | 
ture, fully and ampty secure the Home- 
ttead, Mechanics Lien, Rights of warried | 
women, and Personal Liberty, and should 
quiet the 1ears of the most timid, for they 
are recognized as of binding efiicacy ar 
are coiefly enjoyed by ‘he friends of Con- 
stitulional Reform, Indeed they were in- 
corporated in the, bill mainly to remove 
partizan Clamor,and anticipate scrupulous 
agitation. ‘They are not the prop riy ef a 
» ere pa:ty, but bad their origin in the ne-— 
cessities Of civiiized society and were found 
among the statutes of various States pre- — 
Vious to the war, 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 
It is useless, however, to seek toquietthe 


mere caviller; the keen opiics of some per- 
Sons deiy all iaw., The mere fae! thatthe 
honor of toe best men in the State is pledg- 
ed to their preservatitnh, should satisfy 
every reasonable voter. This Convention 
isciulled in pursuance of luw, and each del- 
egate before “he shall be permitted to sit, 
to be entithd to a seat in said Convention 
oract as a deievat- thereto,” shall swear to 
Observe these “restrictions” (see acts 1871-5.) 
Snould a part comply and piurt refuse to 
take this Gath, onty those who obey the 
law are members of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was ree 
quired of the members of the ‘restricted 
Convention” O11835, the same question was 
raised, aud after debate all tue members 
ook the oath and observed the restris!ions, 
and thatina time otf high part* exe te- 
ment. Inthat discussion the d'stinguished 
Judge Gasion used the following laugaage: 
“The State Legislature had indeed no au- 
thority to impose an upon the mem- 
bers of the Convention, but the people had 
ratified the act ef the Legis!ature by chocs- 
ing delegates unger it. if wetranscend the 
limits or refuse obdedierce to the econdi- 
tions therein preseribed we are not the 
Cenvention catled by the people, but a self 
constituted body; these views were con- 
eorred in by Macon, Edwards, Morehead, 
and others. We will dismiss the subject, 
however, by calling attention to the able 
work of Judge Jansieson on “ constitution- 
al Conventions,” where, by argument a’ d 
the cases cited by him in relation to this 
matter, he demonstrated that Coventions 
are bound to obey the rest ictions :mposed 
by the Legislature in the acti calling the 
Convention. 


AID FROM REPUBLICANS, 
Tn oir last eiection it was gratifying to

“Civil Rights” is stilla part 
of the secret carpet bag programme for this 
State; thougn | riven froin the halls cf 
Congress, it will be renewed in the South- 
ern States Wetherefore invite their co 
operation The Convention owes its final 
success to the support of some of their 
ablest representativ:s in the General As- 
sembly and they are doubtie:s aware that 
the wise provisions introduce i into the 
Convention of l8bs, by their ablest native 
represeitatives were scouted and defeat«d 
by that element that has trougiit 
rain upon their party and contusion to our 
state. 


NECESSITY OF GRGANIZATION, 
The friends of Convention should at once 


pertect their organization and bring out 
their b st men in every county in the 
State, The leaders of the Republican purty 
know that by their reegless violations of 
the constiiution and €ffortsto central 
power in the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment, they haxye justly forteited the eonti- 
dence and support of the people; they 
therefore trast not tv their own strength 
but to our apathy, and wi.l endeaver to 
secure our defeat by divisiors and false 
lenders. We therefore respectfully invite 
theirattention to the following resolution 
adopted and successfully foilouwed in our 
jest ecampaiuzn: 


Resolved, Tuat we earnestly recommend 


tothe members of the Democraiice Conser- 
vative party to discourage independent 
candidates and all otber disorgunizers, 
that all support be promptly wit! drawn 
irom every aspirant sor office who shall 
oppose the regulur beminers of our Con- 
ventions.

We believe, however, 
the promise isbut adeiusion ans spare. tor 
shoult they ascertain they have amoejority 
in the body, it will be +m easy matier for 
thern to ev. de their promise by the refusal 
ofa tewtoconenu’;: as they do not acknowl- 
the “restrictions” as bindi:ig, they 
wil resort tothe mostrevolutionary meas-

The Attorney General has deci- 
ded a question of naturalization sub.

He took with him his son then aged 
four years, born in the United States.
